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THE LONDON SETTLEMENT. 
It would be surprising in the extreme 
if Germany should undertake to block the 
operation of the Dawes plan as it has 
been agreed upon at the London confer­ 
ence. 
Whatever the benefits which other 
countries may expect from the settlement 
which has been reached among the rep­ 
resentatives of the allies, Germany is as­ 
sured of larger benefits, proportionately, 
than any of them. 
In essence the Dawes plan provides tor 
the making of immense loans to Germany 
the security to be a blanket mortgage on 
manufactories, industries, mines and other 
resources of the nation, especially in the 
Ruhr area. 
It was because of this fact 
that the international bankers who were 
the power behind the 
London 
negotia­ 
tions were so insistent that F ranee should 
yield the right she claimed again to stage 
on her own say so an independent occupa­ 
tion of the Ruhr. 
The people who are 
going to lend their money want to be sure 
that the collateral which they are accept­ 
ing will be safe from invasion. 
The London 
agreement 
means, then, 
th at through statesmenlike concessions on 
the 
part 
of M. Ilerriot, 
representing 
France, and Mr. MacDonald, representing 
England, the differences which have ex­ 
isted between these two governments on 
the reparations question have been ironed 
out, and a program set up which looks to 
the collection of the w ar indemnity which 
has been charged against Germany by 
making possible Germany's ability to pay. 
This is to be done, as indicated, through 
stimulating at once the recovery of Ger­ 
man industries. 
The earnings of these 
industries are 
first 
to 
guarantee the 
money which the bankers propose to lend 
under the new settlement and then to go 
to help pay the German war debt; but 
while under these conditions the return 
cf prosperity to Germany may be restrict­ 
ed for a season it is apparent nevertheless 
that the way is being opened to normal 
activities for many lines of business theie, 
providing employment for great numbers 
of people, restoring stability, making Ger­ 
many again a market for raw materials 
and again a contender for commerce in 
the markets of the world. 
So far as the allies are concerned, the 
outstanding thing about the London agree­ 
ment is that apparently it has reunited 
them in a program looking to the eco­ 
nomic recovery of Europe and the pre­ 
servation of peace. 
So tar as Germanx is 
concerned, the opportunity is now offered 
to get back to her feet, 
borne of the 
results likely to follow from what has been 
done are probably going to give rise to 
considerable dissatisfaction in FTance and 
in England. 
The claim is certain to be 
made that business which FTench and 
British industries need and should have 
is going to the Germans. 
But the plan 
has been agreed to all around on the 
part of the allies because it had at last 
become evident even to the American bit­ 
ter-enders that things could not be allow­ 
ed any longer to continue as they x\eie. 
Ten years after the outbreak of the 
great war, almost to the day, the founda­ 
tion has at last been laid for reconstruc­ 
tion. 
That is a task upon which the 
world will still be occupied for decades to 
come but it is cheering to know that we 
shall not need to wait longer to make at 
least a beginning.

UP TO THE MOTORIST. 
In a vigorous campaign for promoting 
safety first at grade crossings, the Amer­ 
ican Railway Association 
frankly 
says 
that "the ideal solution of the railroad 
irrade crossing problem is separation of 


the grades" and proceeds to demonstrate 
why many of these crossings must stay. 
On the class 1 railroads alone, the assoc­ 
iation says, there are 256,362 grade leval 
crossings. 
In 1922, despite the removal 
of 705 grade crossings, the net increase in 
that year was 3,8.55, "practically all of 
which were added without railroad solici­ 
tation." 
If no new crossings were added, it 
would be physically impossible to re­ 
move the present crossings in the 
lifetime of anyone now living, be­ 
cause of the serious interference with 
absolutely 
essential 
traffic 
move­ 
ments, the constructional and labor 
problems 
involved 
and the wholly 
prohibitive cost. 
Several years ago conservative en­ 
gineers estimated the average cost of 
crossing elimination, city and coun­ 
try, at $50,000 per crossing. 
These 
figures must be revised and it is now 
believed the average cost will ap­ 
proximate $75,000 per crossing. 
It is 
easily seen that the stupendous sum 
of $19,000,000,000 may be involved; 
more than the interstate commerce 
commission’s preliminary valuation of 
all of our railroads. 
If the money 
could be 
’ ^rrow-'’ 
it would cost 
nearly a billion dollars a year for in­ 
terest alone. 
With this situation existing it is very 
evident that responsibility for decreasing 
accidents at crossings rests with the mo­ 
torists. 
Careful driving, slowing down in 
speed, looking ahead and to the right 
and left, when approaching these danger 
points will save save countless lives. Look 
and listen, listen and look, if practiced by 
every driver of a car will solve the grade 
crossing problem to the extent at least of 
75 per cent.

aimed to protect the people in their 
right of religious worship against 
the enactment of laws either in the

“The interpretation sought to be 
placed on it today is that it was for

REFUND CHECKS ON 
INCOME_PAYMENTS 


Noah Crooks, Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the Sixth District of 
Missouri, stated that his office had 
begun to issue 
and 
mail 
out

checks for the refund of the 25 per 
cent reducttion of Federal Income 
Taxes paid in full for the year 1923, 
as provided by the Internal Revenue 
Act of 1924.

He went up to Jerusalem very often 
to attend the various feasts.

He was under the law 
and therefore He obeyed it (Deut. 
16:16), but primarily He went up be- 
j cause it was His Father’s house. 
It 
1 is important that all people from their 
youth up should make the attendance 
upon the house of God a habit of their 
j lives. 
14. The Temple Defiled (v. 14). 
For the various sacrifices in the 
I temple many oxen, aheep and doves 
; were needed. Many persons came from 
distant parts of the land; therefore, It 
was impracticable to bring their sac­ 
rifices with them, so they brought 
money and bought the animals needed. 
; This privilege the Lord had granted to 
’ them (Deut. 14:24-26). This exchange 
was necessary, but when evil men 
used It as an opportunity for gain It 
became an offense before God. 
If 
I Christ were to come to many of our 
; so-called houses of God today He 
would find them polluted in Just as fig 
gravating a way. 
His purging the 
temple courts shows the need of 
purity and order In all matters con­ 
nected with divine worship. 
III. Jesus 
Cleansing

(vv. 15-17). 
1. Driving Out the Merchants and 
Animals (v. 15). 
Being the Lord of 
the temple, the very Messiah who 
should come to His temple, He had the 
right to cleanse It, to drive out those 
Í who polluted It. 
It Is not said that 
I lie used the scourge of cords but, at 
! any rate, It was the symbol of au- 
j thority. 
2. His Command (v. 16). 
"Make 
I not my Father’s house an house of 
merchandise.” 
Merchandise is leglti- 


j mate In Its place. 
Any use of the 
Lord’s house other than to worship 
j and honor Him Is to make It a place 
of merchandise, to pollute it. 
There 
Is great danger of a worldly spirit in­ 
truding Into the domain of religion. 
M^n who unite with the church for 
temporal interests, men who come to 
the house of worship with worldly 
matters uppermost in their thought, 
ministers who serve os professionals, 
men who bring their ill-gotten gains to 
help further the work of the Lord. In 
fact all who do not behave properly 
In the Lord’s house, ore defl’ing It and 
therefore all such must meet His Judg­ 
ment.

3. His Zeal (v. 17). 
He was so 
completely dominated by the passion 
to do the will of God that He unre­ 
servedly gave Himself to Ills work. 
This was according to the prophecy, 
“The zeal of thine house hath eaten 
me up.” 
We should take His act as 
nn example to us In the divine service 
md manifest commendable zeal. This 
reform did not prove permanent.

few years later He cleansed it again. 
This shows how quickly the human 
henrt Is under the control of sin. The 
only permanent reformation Is that 
which is wrought In regeneration. The 
new birth Is necessary. 
IV. The 
Jews 
Demanding a 
Sign 
(vv. 18-22). 
They demanded of Jesus that He 
«how His authority for such behavior. 
He tobl them that the only sign that 
would he given was His death and 
resurrection. 
Destroying the temple 
and raising it up in three days refers 
to His crucifixion and resurrection. 
The resurrection is an unalterable 
proof of His divine sonship (Rom. 
t:-4). 
Jesns came forth from the 
grave of His own power. 
The Jews 
did not want a sign. They were only 
finding excuses for their wickedness. 
Men today who are demanding proof 
of Christ’s divinity do not really wish 
the proof but are only trying to find 
exruses for their sins. Jesus had the 
ability to justify His ways before God 
and man. 
After the resurrection the 
disciples remembered the words of 
Jesus on this occasion. 
This shows 
that no sowing of the truth shall 
eventually fall. 
This ought to he a 
great comfort for Sunday school teach­ 
ers and Christian workers.
